Additional Note, 

The learned Bochartus endeavours to prove 
that Satars is Noah, and that all the Fables of 
him are delineations of his true Hiſtory : His Gol- 
den Age is expreſſed by Martial, 1 12. Epig 65. 
Ov1a, in Metamorph. 1, 1. and Heſioa, 1n Theogos. 
Noah's Drunkennels hath occaſioned the Saturnalia 
of Rome ; and his Nakedneſs, the Law that none 
ſhould behold the Gods naked without puniſhment. 
Saturn is ſaid to be born of Ce&1l#s and Terra, or of 
Oceanu and Thetis, becauſe of the Deluge of 
Vater out of which he paſſed. The three Sons of 
Satarn that divided the Empire between them, are 
equal to the three Sons of Noah ; the youngeſt

theſe Gods in their ſeveral precins, had only an 
intent to make uſe of the true Stories and Names 
received by a long Tradition , to oblige the men of 
this World to worſhip them. | 

Therefore this and the other Interpretations, if 
well underſtood, do not contradi&t that which 1 
have noted.in the Preface.

Now the Beaſts that were dedicated to Barehig, 
were the Goats and the Dragons g the Eg yprians 
offered Sows, The Trees confecrated to-hym, were 
the Ivy-tree, the Oak, the Fig; the Vine, the 
Smilax, and the Fir-tree.

CHAP. IE. | 
Of the Sacrifices offered to Idol Gods. 


*T He Devils, ſworn Enemies of God, and of 
his Glory , were not ſatisfied with the Offe- 
rings of the Fruits of the Earth, and of all manner 
of Creatures, that were commonly facrificed to 
them, but they were ſo barbarons 'as to-'require 
alſo bumane Viftims, Men and Women to be but+ 
Chered, and burnt alive upon their Altars. 

Virgil informs us , how e/£neas choſe eight 
young Gallants ont' of the Priſoners he took 'of 
the Enemy , to ſacrifice them to the Gods of Hell 
for the ſake of Pa#as deceaſed.” This cuſtom hath * 
been in uſe alſo amongſt the Romans, as well as 0- 
ther Nations of the World. The Parents did ſome- 
times dedicate their young Infants to Houſhold' 
Gods, for the good of the reſt of the Family. The 
Sejthians , who inhabited about that part that is 
named' Tawica, did ſacrifice to their Diana all 
Strangers , whoſe unhappineſs it was to fall into
